The Governor in Council has hoard with deep regret of the death on the 24th August 
1924, at the Presidency General Hospital, Calcutta, of Mr. Frank Roddis of tlie Indian 
(In^perial) Police Service. 

Mr. Roddis was born on the 10th January 1877, and joined the Indian Police in the 
year 1897. Whilst a comparatively junior officer he was placed in charge of a heavy 
criminal ilistrict and was commended several times for his successful administration. 
Subsequently he did excellent work as Superinlendeut of the Assam-Bengal Railway 
Police. Ill 1912, he acted for a short period us Personal Assistant to the Inspector- 
General of Police, Easterii-Bengal and Assam, and was subsequently appointe<l to the 
charge of the East Indian Railway Police, whore he maintained most friendly relations 
with tile Railway Authorities. He was for over throe years iu charge of the political 
branch of the Criminal Investigation Department, Eastern-Bengal and Assam, and was 
appointed Personal Assistant to the Inspector-General of Police, Bengal, in 1913, in which 
capacity his work for more than five years was of a very high order. He was awarded 
the King's Police Medal in 1920; subsequently ho served as Deputy Inspector-General of 
Police, Criminal Investigation Department, as Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, and as 
Deputy Inspector-General of Polico, Presidency and Dacca Ranges. He was a most zftil- 
onsand indefatigable worker, ami his service throughout was distinguished by exceptional 
ability and merit. The Governor in Council desires to reconi his appreciation of the 
services rendered by the late Mr. Roddis to the State.

(4) A methar shall be employed by 'the factory for the care and cleanliiicHs of every 
septic tank latrine. Floors and steps shall be kept clean, and all mechanical and sanitary 
arriangemeiits Aall be kept in thorough working order. 

(•5) A notice board showing th^ maximum number of persons for whom the latrine 
is diMiigued shall bo fixed in a prominent position on eacli septic tank and a register shall 
be maintained showing the number of users daily, 

(6) In every septic tank latrine, an eflicient automatic recording turnstile or 
turnstiles shall be provided for ensuring that tho total number of users admitted does not 
exceed the number of persons for whom the latrine is designed.

(^) Eflluenls from s qttic tank bUrines shall not be tliseharged into any river, canal

(a) thuy are clear and free from fceeal oiloiir, non-piilrttseible with uitrilicatioii 
(bdinitely commenced, and 

(//) they have been i‘iructively treated by the a«lditioii of om^ or other of tin; follow¬ 
ing sterilising agm)ts:-(i) chlorinated lime or bleaching powder or 
(ti) li([uid chlorine, or (ui) solution of hy)>ocliIorite of soda, in siicli 
proportion and strength and in such inaiunT as may bo proscribed from time 
to time ill tiiis bt^half by the Director of Public Heaitb.

CHAPTKK I. 

Sanitary and IIUAjiTii Pkovihions. 

1. At every mine a siitTicieiit supply of wholesome drinking water 
shall be provided on the surface and, if the Local Government so directs 
in the case of any mine or class of mines, also below ground at points 
c. reasonably accessible to tho persons employed. 

2 At every mine arrangements shall be made for keeping all tho 
underground working places and travelling roads clean from excreta, 

3. If the Local Government so directs, latrine and urinal accommo¬ 
dation shall be provided in the case of any mine or class of mines, either on 
the surface only or both on tho surface and in the underground workings 
of the mine, and in the case of latrines the accommodation shall not bo^ 
less than one seat for every 50 employees. 
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4. Every latrine erected on the surface for the use of the work-people 
of a mine shall be so partitioned off as to secure privacy and, if a latrine 
intended for the use of one sex adjoins a latrine intended for the use of 
the other sox, the approaches shall be separate. 

5. All latrines in or about a mine shall be kept in a sanitary condition. 

CHAPTER II. 

Ambulance, Fibbt-Aid Asb Rbbcub Work. 

d. It shall be the duty of the owner, a^fent and mana^r of a mine 
to see that adt^qiiato arranj^ements are made for the training of men in 
ambulance work. 

7. In every mine in which fifty persons or more are employed under¬ 
ground during any period of 24 hours, one or more of the persons 
employed according to the subjoined scale shall be trained in ambulance

Where the number o^ persons employed underground djiring any 
period of 24 hours— 

does not exceed 100, not. less than one person, 
exceeds lOO but does not exceed 21)0, not less than two persons, 

exceeds 200 but does not exceed 30t^ not less than three persons, 

exceeds 300 hut does not exceed 400, not leas than four persons, 

exc(‘ods 400 hut does not exceed 500, not less than five persons, 

exceeds 5(M), one person for every completed hundred of persons 
employed: 

Provided that this rule shall not come into force until the 1st day of 
July Jl»27. 

3. In or at every mine in respect of which section IS of the Act 
applies, there shall bi provided and kept in good condition and ready for 
immediate use at a convenient place on the surface and also, if thel.'hief 
Inspector by an order in writing so directs in the case of any mine, 
underground— 

(a) a suitably constructed stretcher or stretchers ; and 
(5) a box or boxes containing a sufficient supply of suitable splints 
and bandages, adheiiive plaster, boric vaselene, cotton wool 
and tincture of iodine or other suitable antiseptic solution. 

CHAPTER III. 

Keotbtration of Work-People. 

9. The register of all persons employed in the mine, of their hours of 
work, of their days of rest, and of the nature of their respective cunploy- 
mems as required by section 28 of the Act shall he maintained in the 
form shown in Schedule A. 

10. For the purpose of section 23(a) read with Si^ction 23 (c) of the 
Act, all work of persons employed belowground shall be reckoned from 
the time such persons leave the surface of the mine to iho time at which 
they finally return thereto at the end of the period of employment. 

11. The following persons shall be deemed to be persons holding 
positions < f supervision or management or employed in a coutidential 
capacity, within the meaning of seotioii 24 of the Act:— 

(a) assistant managers, nnder-managers, or overmen or any person * 
holding position under the manager equivalent to assistant 
manager, under-manager or overman ; 

(5) mechanical engineers or eiigine-wrights or electricians ; 

(c) surveyors ; 

(d) clerks, accountants and time-keepers. 

CHAPTER IV. 

Safety of Surface. 

12. If the owner, agent or manager of a mine intends to commence 
or extend any mining operations under his control at or to any point 
within 50 yards of any ground on which buildings other than public 
works in respect of which the Local Government may have issued any 
general or special order under clause (u), of section 29 of the Act, tanks, 
reservoirs, rivers, canals or other structures or works are situated, he shall 
not less than 60 days belore oommenoing to carry out his intention 
give notice in writing to the Lot>al Government and to the Chief Inspector, 
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13. If the operations in respect of which notice is given nnder rule 12 
are not commenced within 12 months from the expiry of the period 
of 60 days therein referred to, the notice shall be held to havo expired and 
the provisions of that rule shall apply as if no such notice had been 
given. 

14. The notice to be given under rule 12 shall specify the position 
of the workings of the mine in relation to the buildings, tanks, reservoirs, 
rivers, canals or other structures or works, the manner in which it is 
proposed to curry out the i^tend3d new oper.ations, the limits to which 
it is proposed to carry the said operations and whether the operations are 
actually in progress and shall include a plan showing the existing and 
thd intending operations in so far as they affect the structures or works 
in question. 

15. Any place in or about an excavation which is dangerous shall be 
made safe or shall be kept securely fenced. Should any doubt arise as 
to whether a place is dangerous or not, the opinion cf. an Inspector or of 
the District Magistrate shall l>e conclusive on the point 

16. Where an excavation, which has been formed as the result of any 
mining op/^ratiou, extends within fifty feet of a public road or dwelling 
house, and persons are likely to be endangered thereby, substantial 
fencing shall be erected and maintained around the excavation. 

17. Whore us the result id the mining operations a subsidence of the 
surface has taken place or is likely to take place, and persons are likely 
to be endangered thereby, the dangerous area shall be kept fenced on the 
surface. 


CHAPTER V. 

Abandonment of Mines. 

18. In tlic case of any mine which is abandoned or the working of 
which is discontinued, .the owner, agent or manageir of the mine shall he 
bound, before the mine is finally abandoned or immediately after the 
working thereof has b*‘en discontinued, to cause the top or eutraiico 
of every shaft and opening into the mine to be fenced by a structure of a 
permanent character suflicient to prevent persons inadvertently falling 
into or entering the sh ifts or op,enings. 

19. When the workings of any mine or part of a mine which arc 
under ground on which is situated property vested in His Majesty or any 
local Authority or any Railway Company as defined in the Indian 
Railways Act, 1890, are discontinued or abandoned, intimation in writing 
shall be sent by the owner to the Chief Inspector within 15 days of the 
(late of such discoutiuiiarice or abandonment. 

20. When a notice of discontinuance or abandonment in conformity 
with rule 19 of these rules has been received, the Chief *Inspector shall 
order an inspection of such workings to be made as soon ds possible to 
ascertain what protection is necessary in order to prevent injury to any 
property vested in His Majesty or any local Authority or Railway. 

21. The Chief Inspector may, after the inspection required by rule 20, 
call upon the owner of the mine to construct in the mine or on the surface 
of the mine such protective works as he may consider necessary and 
within such time as ho may consider adequate for the purpose : 

Provided that if the owner objects to the orders of the Chief Inspector 
in this respect he may within 20 days after the receipt of the notice 
containing the order appeal to the Local Government stating in his 
appeal the grounds on which he objects to the orders of the Chief 
Inspector. The Local (lovernment shall refer the appeal to a Committee. 


CHAPTER VII, 

Mjhgkllaneous. 

2.3. S^ufticient materials and appliances sliall bo kept in slock for the 
proper carrying out of all necessary opc^rations in a manner couaonaiit 
with the provisions of the Act, regulations, rules and bye-laws. 

24. No person shall without the consent of the manager take or 
consume any intoxicating drink or drug while at work in. or about a mine, 
and no person shall enter or may be in or about a -mine in a state of 

* intoxication. 

25. All plans and books which, are required to be kept under the 
regulations, these rules and the byarlaws and the.preauribed abstract of the 
Indian Mines Act, 1923, and oCi the regulations, i-rules and bye-faws 
applicable to the mine * shall be kept atan office or other bailding.tas near 
as oonvenietiUy may be to and used, in conbeotionvwlth the worki^ of the 
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mino, and shall be produced on the request of the Chief Inspector or an 
Inspector, or any person authorised in that behalf by the Local Govern¬ 
ment. 

26. The originals, or true copies, of all reports made in conformity 
with the Act or with the ret^ulations, rules or byedaws ahall be maiuUiiied 
at the mine for a period of twelve months after having been made. 

27. No person shall pull down, injure or deface any abstract of the 
Indian Mines Act, 1923, or any copy of the regulations, rules or by-laws 
made thereunder which is posted up at Any mine or. any notice posted up 
in pursuance of the reguiations of Uie mine.

Sanitary and'Health Provisions. 

1. At every mine a sulfioient supply of wholesome drinking water 
shall bo proviil^ on the surface and, if the Local Governineiit so directs 
in the case of any mine or class of mines, also below ground at points 
reasonably accessible to the persons employed.

3. If the Local Gh)vernmeBt so directs, latrine and urinal accom¬ 
modation shall be providtui in tfie^ case of any mine or class of mines, 
either on the surface only or both on the surface and in the underground 
workings of the mine, and, in the case of latrines, the accommodation 
shall not he less than one seat for >50 employees. 

4. Every latrineereoted^on the surface for the use of the work-people 
of a mine shall be-so pnrtitieoed olf us to seenro privacy, and, if a 
latrine intended for the use of one sex ad joins a latrine intended for the 
use of the other sex, the approaches shall be separate. 

5. All latrines in or uboQt a mine shall be kept in a sanitary condi 
tion. 
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CHAPTER II. 

Ambulahck, and First-Aid Work. 

f). The Chief Inspector of Mines may by order in writing require 
the owner, agent, and manager of a mine to see that adequate arrange¬ 
ments are made for the training of men in ambulance work. 

7. In every mine in which fifty persons or more are employed 
underground during any period of 24 hours, the Chief Inspector of 
Mines u.ay by-order in writing require that ono or more of the pprsons

(5) a box or boxes containing a sufficient supply of suitable S[)lints 
uiitl bandages, adhesive plaster, boric vaselene, cotton wool and 
tincture of iodine or other suitable antiseptic solution. 

CHAPTER III. 

RKOISTRATION ok WORK-PKOPfiR. 

9. The register of all persons employed in the mine, of their hours of 
work, of their days of rest, and of the nature of their respective employ¬ 
ments as required by section 28 of the Act shall be maintained in the form 
shown in Schudulc A. 

10. For the purposes of section 23 (a) read with .section 23 (c) of the 
Act, all work of persons employed below ground shall be reckoned from 
the time such persons leave the surface of the mine to the time at which 
they finally return thereto at the end of the period of employiAeut. 

11. The following persons shall be deemed to he persons holding 
positions of supervision or inanagetncnt or employed in a confidential 
capacity within the meaning of section 24 of the Act :— 

(a) any official in charge of any mine or part of a mine ;

CHAPTER IV.

14. Where as a result of mining operations a subsidence of the 
surface has taken place or is likely to tul&* place, and persons are likely 
to be endangered thereby, the dangerous area shall be kept fenced on the 
surface. 

* 15. In the case of any mine which is abandoned or the working of 
which is discontinued, the owner, agent or manager shall be bound, before 
the mine is finally abandoned, or immediately after the working thereof 
has been discontinued, to cause the top or entrance of every shaft a^d 
opening, into the mine to be fenced by a scruoture of a permanent 
character sufficient to prevent persons inadvertently falling into or 
entering the shafts or openings. 
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CHAPTER VL 

MISCBIaLANEOUB. 

17. Snilicient materials and appliances shall be kept in stock for the 
proper oarryin^^ out of all neoffssary operutious in a manner consonant 
with the provisions of the Act, regulations, rules and bye-laws. 

18. No person shall without the consent of the manager take or 
consume any intoxicating drink or drug while at work in or about a mine, 
and no person shall enter or may be in or about a mine in a state of 
intoxication. 

19. All plans and books which are required to be kept under the 
regulations, these rules and the bye-laws and the prescribed abstract of 
the Indian Mines Act, 192!h and of the regulations, rules and bye-laws 
applicable to the mine shall he kept at an ofhee or other bnihling-us near as 
conveniently may be to and used in connection with the working of the 
mine, and shall be produced on the request of the Chief Inspector or 
an Inspector or any person authorised in that behalf by the Local 
Government. 

20. The originals, or true copies, of all reports, made in conformity 
with the Act or with the regulations, rules or bye-laws shall be main¬ 
tained at the mine for a period of twelve months after having J)*^en made. 

21. No person shall piill down, injure or def'ceany abstract of the 
Indian Mines Act, 1928, or any copy of the regulations, rules or bye¬ 
laws matle thereunder which is posted up at any mine or any notice posted 
up in pursuanci! of the regulations of the mine.

CHAPTER 15. 

An Act to make purtuer provision as to the oroat^isation and conditions 

OF SERVICE OF THE AUXILIARY AlR FORCE AND AlR FORCE RESERVE, AND FOR 
PURPOSES CONNECTED THEREWITH. 


{_I4th July 1924.] 

Be it enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows :— 

1 . The power of His Majesty under section six of the Air Force (Constitution) Act, 

1917 (in this Act referred to as “ the principal Act**), to 
Conititutlon of oonnty joint amooia- apply by Order in Council to the auxiliary air force or 
tioDA and auxiluirj air lorca aibooIa- officers and men of that forco any of the enactments 

relating to the territorial army or the offioecs and men of 
that army, shall be extended so as to include power to apply Part I of the Territor i^ a nd 
Reserve Forces Act, 19(^7, to the auxiliary air force and to the officers and mer^tfNhat ^ 
force and also to. the territorial army and to the officers and men of that army^^h such 
modifications as may bo -nocessary— . 

(l)_(a) to provide for the establishment and constitution of a count^ i Jnt associa¬ 
tion under the said Part I, which shall, as respects the oount^jMpercise the 
powers and perform the duties of an association under t^^aid Part in 
relation both to the territorial army and to the auxiliary ayffTorce, and to 
provide for the application of the provisions of that Part ^ to the 
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Army Council, to army services and to the territorial army, to the Army 
Council and Air Council or either of them, to army and air force services 
or either of th^m and to the territorial army and the auxiliary air force, or 
either of them, respectively ; 

{b) to define the relations and responsibilities of any such county joint asso¬ 
ciation to the Army Council and the Air Council respectively ; and 

(2) to provide for the establishment and constitution for any areas which in the 

opinion of the Air Council cannot suitably be administered through county

(3) to provide for the termination of county joint associations either generally or 

in^special cases, and on such termination for the establishment of associa¬ 
tions constituted under the Territorial and Reserve Forces Act, 1907, or of 
auxiliary air force associations ; and 

(4) to provide for the transfer and adjustment of any powers, duties, assets and 

liabilities on the establishment or termination of county joint associations. 

2. The aforesaid power of His Majesty under section six of the principal Act shall 

be extended so as to include power to apply any enact- 
Coudiiioin of service of muxiliary ments referred to in tliat seotiou to the auxiliary air 

force, or to the officers or men of that force, with such 
modifications as may be necessary to make it a condition, on the acceptance of a 
commission as an officer or on the eulistinoiit of a- man in the auxiliary air force, that 
the person so commissioned or enlisted shall enter into an ugreemenc to accept as an 
obligation the liability (whether or*’not thtj army or air force reserve is called out on 
permanent service) to be called outand to serve within the British Islands in defence of 
the British Islands against actual or apprehended attack, and to provide accordingly for 
the application of the provisions of section twenty of the Territorial and Reserve Forces 
Act, 1907, with the necessary modifications, to any such man who fails to fulfil such 
obligations as aforesaid. 

3, The power of His Majesty under section six of the principal Act to apply by 

Order in (Council to the air force resifrvc or to the otlicers 
Condiiionn of iervice of air force j^ir force reserve any of the enactments 

relating to the army reserve or to the otlicers and men of 
the army reserve shall be extended so as to include power to apply any of those 
enactments to the air force reserv *, or to the officers or men thereof, with such modi¬ 
fications as may be necessary— 

(1) to provide that, notwitbstaiiding anything contained in sub-section (/) of 

section thirty of the Territorial and Reserve Forces Act, 1907, men may be 
enlisted into the air force reserve either as reservists or as special reservists, 
whether or not such men have served in tiie regular air force ; and 

(2) to make it a condition on the enlistment of a man in the regular air force or 

the air force reS'^rve after the date of the onler, that he shall accept as an 
obligation the liability during his service in the reserve .(whether or not the 
army or air force reserve is calleil out on permanent service) to be called 
out and to serve within the British Islands in defence of the British Islands 
against actual or apprehended attack, and to provide that any man of the 
regular air force enlisted before the date of the order who may after that 
date be transferred to the air force reserve, or any man in the air force 
reserve at that date, may agree in writing to accept as an obligation such 
liability as aforesaid ; and 

(3) to provide that a man who is liable to be called out and to serve in the 

circumstances mentioned in this section shall, when called out for such 
service be deemed to have been called out on permanent service, an<l to be 
subject to the Air Force Act accordingly ; and 

( 4 ) to provide for the enlistment of men into the air force reserve as special 

reservists with a liability to serve within the limits of the British Islands 
only.

4 . An Order in Council made in pursuance of any of the foregoing provisions of 

this Act may make such supplemental and consequential 
modifications (if any) of the provisions of the Reserve

tCpntain such suppleiiientai and consequential provisions, as may appear to His 
in Council to be necessary or cxpHcdient. 

It shall Ik* lawful for His Majesty by Order in Council declaring that a case of 
emergency exists, to order a Secretary of State to give, 
when given to revoke or vary, such directions as may

emergency no longer exists, and therenpon the Secretary of State shall give such 
directions as may seem necessary or proper for terminating the service under this section 
of the officers and men of the auxiliary air force and air force reserve. 

(4; Until any such Order in Council as is mentioned in the last prec-sding sub¬ 
section has been made, the Secretary of State may from time to time, as he may think 
expedient for the public service, give such directionli as may seem necessary or proper for 
dispensing with the service under this section of any officers and men of the auxiliary 
air force or the air force reserve and for calling out any officers or men of that force 
or chat reserve to serve under this section whether the secvice under this section of such 
officers or men has been previously dispensed with or not. 

B,—(1) This Act may be cited as the Auxiliary Air Force and Air Force Reservt^ 

Short title, taTingi, and interpreca- Act, 1924. 

tion. 

(2) Except as otherwise expressly provided, nothing in this Act shall affect any 
power of His Majesty by Order in Council to apply to the air force reserve or to the 
auxiliary air force or to the officers or men of those forces any enactments relating to the 
army reserve or to the territorial army or to the officers or men of the army reserve or 
the territorial army. 

The powers conferred by this Act with respect to the conditions on the acceptance 
of commissions in the auxiliary air force or the enlistment of men in the auxijiary air 
force or the air force reserve shall »be without prejudice to any other power conferred 
under or by virtue of any Act or Order in Council to give directions for the embodying of 
the auxiliary air force or the calling out on permanent service of the air force reserve. 

(4) In this Act— 

(t) references to the British Islands shall be construed as exclusive of the Irish 
Free State ; 

(/t) references to the Reserve Forces Act, 1882, and to the Territorial and Reserve 

Forces Act, 1907, shall bo construed as references to those Acts as . 19 .^ 
amended liy any subsequent enactment. 

For the purposes of this Act and of any orders made thereunder and of any 
enactments as applied or adapted by any such order, service on any flight of which the 
points of d( partnre and intended return are within the British Islands or the territorial 
waters thercot, shall be deemed to be service within the British Islands notwithstanding 
that the flight may in its course extend beyond those limits.

No. F.-754-22^E%ts, —The following resolution, dated the 15ih July 1924, made by 
the Secretary of State for India in Connell under sub-seotioii (/?Xof section 96 B of the 
Government of India Act, is published for general information. 


Reaolutiun, 

In exercise of the powers conferro<l by sub-section ( 2 ) of section 96 B of the Government 
of India Act. the Secretary of State, with the concurrence of a majority of votes at a 
meeting of the Council of India held on this l«5th day of July 1924, hereby makes the 
following rule under the said section. 

Rule under section 96 B ( 2 ) of the Government of India Act:— 


Pay of officers promoted from the Provincial Civil Service to holt 

Civil Service posts, 

(rt) The initial pay of an officer promoted from the Provincial Civil S j^ice shall on 
each occasion of his promotion be fixed on the superior time-scale of pa'#or the Indian 
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Civil Servico at the lowest stage which exceeds bv not less than Rf. 300 a month the 
substantive pay last drawn by him in the regular line of the Provincial Civil Service, or 
at the stage of the superior scale for tho'lOth year of service in the Indian Civil Service 
(Rs. 1,275), whichever is greater: 

Provided that in no case shall an oflBcer of the Provincial Civil Service be granted a 
higher rate of pay on the Indian Civil Service time-scale of pay than that admissible under 
the superior time-scale to a member of the Indian Civil .Service with the same length of 
service. 

{b, On any enhanpement of his Provincial Civil Service pay (whether as the result of 
general revision of the Provincial Civil Service rates of pay, of the 0 |taratio‘n of the 
Provincial Civile Service time-scale or of promotion to the selection grades of that service) 
while olBciating in an Indian Civil Service post such an otUcer shall be entitled to have 
bis pay on the Indian Civil Service time-scale of pay recalculated in accordance with the 
principles laid down in clause (a) of this rule on the basis of his enhanced pay in the 
Provincial Civil Service, and with effect from the date of such enhancement. 

(c) Increments of pay on the Indian Civil Service time-scale of pay shall be granted 
to a Provincial Civil Service otpeer holding an Indian Civil Service post only on comple¬ 
tion of a full year’s service on any stage of that scale, but for tho purpose of calculating 
one year's service ajt a given rate of pay, broken periods of ofBciatiiig serveo at that rate 
of pay shall be taken into account. 

(d) The orders contained in paragraph (2) of the Government of India, Home Depart¬ 
ment, resolution No. 1260, dated the 24th June 1920, and the Government of India, Home 
Department, resolution. Nos. 1053 ami F.-936-Ests., dated the 5th May 192L and 23rd 
January 1923, respectively, are hereby cancelled. Ofucers whose pay has been fixed 
under tlxose orders will be entitled to have their pay since the last December 1919 recal¬ 
culated Under clauses (a), (d) and (p) of this rule. But no officer whose pay was correctly 
fixed in accordance with the previous orders shall suffer any loss of emoluments by reason 
of such recalculation ; and no officer whose pay on the Ist December 1019 was correctly 
fixed under paragraph 2 (b) of the Homo Department Resolution No. 1260, dated the 24th 
June 1920, shall be entitled to have his pay on*tho Ist December 1919 recalculated.

11. 'riie Revising Authority shall not entertain any claim or objection received by 
him after (he time nderred lo in rule 10 aforesaid snail have, expired. 

12. Every person whose claim c»r tibjection is receiv(*d in time shall be served with 
a n«)tice at least sevtni days before, the date of lieaiing by Ihe Revising Authority spt'cify- 
ing the place where and the lime whim liis claim or ohji^etion will be heard, and directing 
him to be present with such evidence as he? may be required to produce in support of his 
claim or <d)jection. 

18. When objection is made by any ])erson whoso name is on tho roll to the inclu¬ 
sion of the name of any other perscui roconh-d therein, tlie Revising Authority' shall serve 
on such other pi*rson a notice at icast seven days heforo Ihe date of hearing, giving in the 
said notice tho grounds on which the inclusion of his name lias been (d)jected to and re¬ 
quiring him to attend with such evidence as lu; may wish to adduce at the place and time 
fixed for tlie hearing of the ohjt^ction. 

14. Every notice issutMl by the Revising Authority shall, if possible, be servetl 
personally, ami, in default of personal service, shall be served in any other manner 
indicated in the last paragraph of sectiou of the Act. 

jr». At the time fixed for the hearing, the Revising Authority shall in a place open 
to the public holtl an enquiry int^i the claim (»r objection jireferred and shall after taking 
necessary evidence record his decision. Ho shall also decide on any a])plication made by 
the Chairman not less than s ivonty days before the general ebiction for correction of 
the list. 

IG. The <ieciHion of the Revising Authority shall be communicated by him to the 
Cliairmun, wlm shall e.aiis(* the roll to he altered in accordance therewith. 

17. The Revising Authority may adjourn the hearing of any matter under the fore¬ 
going riih»H from time to tiims hut his (bHusion on all claims and objections shall be re- 
conled at least sixty days b«*foro the general election. 

^,^8. The Chairman and the Revising Authority shall sign a printed copy of the l;st 
ward as revised and altered under thi^e rules and the copy so signed shall be 
the Mmiicipul Electoral Roll of persons qualiGed to vote. 

19. The ('hairinan shall, nut loss than thirty-five days before the date fixed for the 
election, publish the aforesaid revised Municipal Electoral Roll by causing a jirinbid copy 
thereof to bo fixed for public inspection in a conspicuous position at tho Municipal Ollice 
and in ouch ward and at such other places as ho thinks tit, and shall also notify, in the 
manner indicated in section 3^4 of the Act, tho aforesaid fact of publication. . 

ProvRled that it shall noc be necessary to publish the said roll on the occasion of any 
bye-eleotion. 
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20. Printod oopiets oC tho Municipal Eleotorai Uoll for ward aa Hi^ned by thu 
Cbairiiian and tho Rovisiiij^ Authority ini(li*r rulo [M Hhall be delivered to any peraou 
applyiiifi; for the same, on payment of Hucti reuannubie fee for each copy aa may from 
time to tiling be prescribed by tho (Jhairman, with the approval of the (Jommiasioners in 
meeting in tliia behalf. 

21. (/) The Municipal Electoral Roll shall come into operdtion from the date of its 
publication under rule 19 and shall continue in operat ion nniil the Electoral Roll for the 
next general election is published. 

(2) Tho roll shall be final, and while it continues in foree it shall not bo aUer«Ml 
except so as to correct sucli clerical errors as tlo^ (•hairman may jjuldish by public notice 
given from lime to time in the manner ind[cat(Ml in suction 1154 of the Act. 

Conduct of Elections.* 

22. The (declioMS and hye-electioiis sliall be held on such dates as may he fixed hy 

Commissiuner of the Division and notified l)y him in the Cftlcntla UtizeMn; an»l tb'* 
Chairman shall, at least .*t0 days before (h^ date fixed for election, give notice of the date, 
time and the place of polling within each ward in the niaiiner piescrihed in section 354 
of tlie Act: , 

Provided that tho (Chairman, shall have power, of his o'a u motion or after consider¬ 
ing such representations as he may receive, to alter thtj place of polling or t'j provide for 
mure than one polling booths within the same place of p(dling in such w.inis in which it 
may be consideml impossible to record all \ 0 Tes in one booth in one day. 

23. Every ptu'soii wlio is a candidate for elecrioii shall, either in person •)r by* his 
proposer and seconder together, between the hours of 11 o’cit'ck in tho fon nbon and 
4 o’clock ill the afternoon deliver to tlie ('l-.airinan or to suidi other person as may l>i? 
authorised by him in this behalf, not 1‘ss than twenty-one days befori^ tho day hxtMl 
for the election, a nomination paper in Korm If annexevl to these rules with necessary 
particulars iluiy filled up and subscribeil by th*^ « ;indidute himself as assenting to the 
nomiiiafion. 

24. The Chairman or other person authorised by him in this behalf shall, as he 
recidves isich nomination papiT, enter thenu'ii its serial number and shall sign thereon a 
certificate stating the ilat(5 on which ami the Innir at which the nominatiiiu has been 
deliviU'cd to him; and shall, as soon as may be thereafter, cause to be ailixed in some 
conspicuous place in his olhce a notice of the nomination papers received, setting forth 
therein all the paniculars given in tlu* nomination papers. 

25. Any nomination paper which is not received within the time hereinbefore 
prescribed for Hie nomination of candidates shall be rejected. 

2r». The Chairman shall a[ipoint a dat«, not less than idghteeu days before the day 
fixed for tlie election, for tlio scrutiny of nompiations. 

27. The Chairman shall on tho last day for i\\ ' s linnissiim of nomination papers 
cause to be published in a conspicuous pl i-.'e in the Municipal Ollice a imtice specifying 
the date, hour, and place appointed for tin* scrutiny of ili * noiniiiaiions and also inform 
the candidates of tlie same hy post. A cortificale of posting gran(t*d hy ti.e post ollice 
shall f)e deeint^d tt» he tlie conclusive proof of iht^ fact of inrormation having been given 
to the candidate. 

2.S. On tin* date appointed for (he serutin> of the nominations the candidates, one 
proposer ami one Si'couder of each candidate, and one other pi-rson duly authorised in 
writing by eich candidate, but no otlier person, may attemi at such time and place as 
tho Chairman may appoint, and tlie i'hairman shall give thorn all reasonable fucilitit^ 
for examining the nomination papers of all candidates which have been delivered 
within the time and in the manner preserilu^d in rub* 23. 

29. (/) The (diainiian such other person authorised hy him in this liehalf in 

case ho fails to attend) shall ihmi exasnine the nomination papers o! such can>lidafes and 
shall decide all objecti«»ns which may b(» ma«le to any nomination, and may either mi 
such objection or on his own motion, after sneh summary en-iuiry if any, as he thinks 
necessary, reject any nomination on any of the following grouiuls - 

(*) that the candidate is not enrolled in the Municipal Electoral Roll as a voter, 

or 

(it) tliat the candidate is disquaRlied for being a commissioner for any of the 
reasons set forth in section 57 of the Act, or 

(iii) that a proposer or seconder is disqualified from subscribing a nomination 
paper, or 

(tc) that the candiilate*s nomination v>uper does not comply with the provlsio^^if 
rule 23, 

(y) that the signature of tho cainlidate or any proposer or seconder is not genuine 
or has been obtained by fraud. 

(2) Nothing contained in clause (iii\ clause (ti;) or clause (/’) of sub-rule (/) shall be 
dueuiiMl to authorise the rejection of the nomination of any candidate on the ground of 
any irregularity in respect of a nomination papt'r, if the candidate h^s been duly 
nominated by moans of another nomination paper in respect of whicli no irregularity has 
been committed. 
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30. The Chairman (or anoh other person authorised by him in this behalf in case ho 
fails to attend) shall endorse on each nomination paper his decision accepting or rejecting 
the same, and if the nomination paper is rejuctod shall record in writing in brief his 
reasons for such rejection. 

31. Any candidate may withdraw his cainlidature by notice in writing subscribed 
by him within seven days of the date of scrutiny of nominations. A candidate who has 
withdrawn his candidature shall not be allowed to cancel the withdrawal or to be re¬ 
nominated as a candidate for the same election. 

32. The Chairman shall, on receiving a notice of withdrawal under rule 31,. as soon 
as may be, cause a notioi^ of withdVawal to be alTixed in some conspicuous place in his 
oflied as well as in the ward to which the matter relates. 

33 On c<Anplctioii of tlie scrutiny of nomination and after the expiry of the period 
within w’hich candidatures may be withdrawn under rule iil, the (yMiairman sliall forth¬ 
with prepare a list of valid nominations and cause the same to be alfixed in some ouiispi- 
cuous place in his olHce and shall, in the tuan ler indicated in .section 351 of the Act. give 
notice thereof and als(» of the time and place at which and the lioiirs between which the 
poll for each wanl will be held, 

34. If a candidate who has been duly iioiniiiarod dies after the date appointed for 
the scrutiny of nominations, and before the date appointed for the taking of a |K)11, the 
Chairman shall, upon being satisfied of the fact of the deatli of a candidate, countiTiiiand 
the poll and report the fact to the Magistrate, and all proceedings with reference to the 
election shall be commenced anew in all respects as for a byo-electioii : 

Provided that no fresli iiomiiialiou shall 1)0 necessary in the ease of a candidate who 
stood duly nominated at the time of the countermanding of the poll. 

35. " (/) If the number of candidates in a wanl who are duly nominated and who 
have not withdrawn their candidutiiro in the manner and within the time specified in 
those rules exceeds that of the vacancies in the waril a poll shall be taken within that 
ward. 

(2) If the nuihbor of such candidates is of|nal to the number of vacancies, the 
Chairman shall diiclare all such candidates to be duly elected and n*port accordingly to 
the Magistrate. 

(J) If the number of such candidates is less than the number of vacancies, all such 
cuiiditlates, if any, shall be declared to })0 electeil. 

3l). The duties conferrt3d on the Chairman by rules 23, 21, 21), 28, 29, 30 and 32 shall 
be performcMl by the Magistrate or any other persons authorised by him with regard lo 
the election of the ward or wards in which the Chairman of the Municipality is a 
candidate. 


Voting. 


37. The Magistrate shall appoint a Presiding OfTicer for each ])olling station and 

such other persons (hendn after roierred to as Polling OHicers ”) to assist tln^ Presiding 
Oflicer, as he thinks necessary; provide)! that no ])0rson who is a cauditlate for the 
election shall be appointed t’residiiig or Polling Ollicer. * 

38. If the Presiding Ollicer for any reason fail to attend, the Magistrate shall 
appoint another lit and pro})er person, who is not himself a candidate for election, to take 
his place. 

39. It shall be the duty of the Pn^sidiiig and Polling Odicers to see that voles are 
recorded with the utmost secrecy, that the number on the voting paper handed over to a 
voter is not divulged to any candidate or his agent, that only such ])ersotis us may be 
admitted to the polling booth are admitted thereto, and that pirsoiis, who have reeordoil 
their votes, or against wh)»m objections havo been heard and allowed, leave immediately. 
It shall also be their duty to hoc that th<*se rules and any special directions given by the 
Magistrate thereunder are strictly obaervo«l. 

40. (i) The Presiding Oilicer shall keep order at ihe polling station, shall see that the 
election is fairly conducted, shall regulate the number of electors to be admitted at one 
time, and shall exclude all other persona except— 


(a) the Polling Oflicers, tlie candidates, and one agent of each candidate fherein 
after referreil to as the “Polling Agent appointed in writing by the can¬ 
didate ; 


(6) the police or other public servants on duty ; and 

(c) such other persons us the Presiding Oilicer may from time to time admit for 
the purpose of identifying voters. 


(2) The Presiding Oilicer shall close the polling station at the honr appointed in that 
behalf under rule 33 so as to prevent the admission therein of an}' voter after that hour : 
proviiled that all voters present within the enclosure of the polling statiem before it is 
closed shall be entitled to have their votes reconJed. 

41. Each polling station shall be furnished with such number of compartments in 
which voters can record their votes screened from observation, as the Magistrate thinks 
necessary. 
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42. ('i) The Chairman shall provide at the polling station in each wartl muterialH 
BufTioient for the purpose of enal)lin^ voters to mark the ballot papers, a sufTicient number 
of printed ballot papers, as many ballot boxes as may be necessary, and copies of the 
electoral roll or of such pan thereof us contains the names oC the voters entitled to vote 
at such station. 

{by The othcial mark for stampinf? ballot papers shall he desif'ned and prepared by 
the Ma^istratf^ ami shall be kept secret by him and made over to tlio Presiding OlRcers 
before the polling. 

43. Every ballot l)i)X shall be so construeled that the ballot paper can he iiitrodiioed 
therein, but cannot be withdrawn therefrom, without tht^ hov being unlocked. The 
Presiding Ollicer at any polling station, immeciiately htdore the eominenceinent of tin? 
poll, shall show the ballot box empty to such pernoiis as iiia}’ be present in such station, 
so that they may see that it is empty, and shall then lock it up, and place his seal upon 
it in such manner as to pn^vt^nt its being opened witbont breaking such seal, and shall 
place it within his sight for the receipt of ballot papers and keep it so locked and sealetl. 

44. J^efore the polling station in a ward is open for the recording t)f votes th** 
Presiding Otiicer shall read to such persons as may be present the provisions of s(‘Ction 14 
of the Indian Election OtVenoes and Inquiries Act, and shall explain the substance 
thereof in the viirnac.ular of the district. 

45. Votes shall be given by ballot in person and no votes shal! be received by 
proxy. 

46. Each voter shall ho entitled to vote for ilie ward in which he or<linariIy resides, 
and for no othor, and t(» give as many votus as tlioro are vacancies for such ward : 
provided that ho must not giv(: more than oiu: vi>u* to any one candidate. 

47. The candidates and their agents shall not speak to or addrt^ss any intending 
voter within tin; polling booth in a polling station but may submit to the Presiding Ollicer 
objections to a voter on the following grounds :— 

First —that his name is not on the electoral roll of the ward in respect of 
which the ('lection is being held. * 

Second —that his claim to be a certain voter shown on the electoral roll is 
false. 

Third —that he has already voted. 

Snell objijctioii shall be summarily decided liy tin* Presiding Ollici^r who may for this 
purpose obtain siieli evidence as may be available on the spot. 

4iS. liniiiediately before a ballot paper is deli\ered to an intending voU^r entering 
the polling booth, he will he asked to state his name .iinl description, and the ballot paper 
shall then be inarkt'd on tin* back with the ollicial mark and the number of the voter 
shall be entered on thc^ counterfoil, and a in irk shall lie placed in a copy of the electoral 
roll against the number of the voh^r to di rioter that he has received a ballot paper, but 
without showing the particular ballot paper which the voter has received. On the 
counterfoil shall bo entered the naiiio c'f the ward. 

4y. The voter on reiudviug the ballot paper shall forthwith he directed by the 
Polling or the Presiding Ollicer, as the case may bi% to proceed into one of the compart- 
nieuts ill the polling station, and there shall inaki; a mark on the ballot paper against the 
name of the candidate or candidates for whom he intends to \ute in aecordenco with the 
instructions set out on the back of the outerfoil paper, and fold it u|) so as to (M>nceal his 
vote, and, after showing to the Presiding or the Polling Ollicer. as the case may be, the 
ollicial mark, shall put his ballot iiaper, so folded up, into the ballot box. Kvery votei 
shall vote without uridiit^ delay and shall quit tlu^ ])oliiiig statiitii as soon as he has put his 
ballot papiT into the ballot box. 

50. If the voter, owing to illiteracy or indrinity, is unable to read a ballot paper or 
to make a mark thereon, the Presiding OlliciT shall mark the vote in the ballot paper 
according to the direction of the voter. The voter shall then himself, or with tln^ 
assistance of the Presiding Ollicer, put the ballot paper folded up into the ballot box. 

.')l. At any time before a ballot paper is delivered to a voter the Presiding OlFicer 
or the Polling OlTicor may, of his own accord, if he has reason to doubt the identity of 
the voter or his right to vote at such station and shall, if so re(|uired by a candidate or 
polling ugent, put to tho voter the following questions :— 

(1) Are yon the person enrolled as follows (reading the whole entry from the roll) ? 

and 

(2) have you already voted at the present election in this or any other ward in the 
capacity in which you now appear ? 

and the voter shall not be supplied with a ballot paper if ho refuse's to ans\\M^B|^Dy 
one of the questions and unless ho answers the first question in the allinnative .^S^^lhe 
second question in tho nagativo. 

52- The ballot paper shall be printed by the Chairman in English or Bengali in 
Form III nnnexeePto these rules and shall contain the names of the candidate's arranged 
alphabetically in the order of their Burnumes. The ballot paper shall be serially 
numbered, the BC'Tial number being printed on the face of the counterfoil and on tho back 
of tho ballot paper. 

53. If a person representing himself to be a particular voter named on the electoral 
roll applies for a ballot paper after another person has voted as such voter, the applicant 
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shall after duly answering' such question tis the Presiding Ollicer may ask ho entitled* to 
mark a ballot |)apor in the same manner as any other voter. »Such balioi paper (heroin- 
afler referred to as ** tendered ballot paper **) shall bo of a Cdlour dilloreiit froju the other 
ballot papers and instead of being put into the ballot box shall be given lo tlie Presiding 
Otlieer and endorsed by him with the name <*f the voter and las nuinher on the ulectorul 
roll and the naiin* of the ward to which the roll relates and shall be kept in a separate 
packet and shall not be counted. The naiin; of the voter, his number iin the electoral 
roll and the name of the ward to which ilie roll relates shall be eniered in a list in 
Form IV annexed to these rules, which shall bear the headiug voUh Hat," 

The person tendering sucfi ballot paper'shall sign his name and address tlLereon or allix 
his thumb imj)ression against the entry in th:a list. 

54. If any^caiididate or polling agent declares and undertakes to prove that any 
person by applying for a balb)t paper has committed the olfence of personation, the 
Presiding Utlicer may re(|uire such person to enter in the list of challenged votes t^hich 
shall be in Form V anne\(‘d to these rules^ his name and address or if he is unable to 
write to aihx his thumb impression thereto and may further retjuire sucli person to produce 
evidence of ideiititication. If such person on being (|uestioned in the manner provided in 
rule 51 answers the first ({uostion in the afTiimativo and tlie other (]Uesii(»n in the iiegativu 
he shall be allowed to vote after he has been informed of the p.malt for personation. 
The Presiding Olficer shall make a note of the circumstances and of his decision on the 
list of challenged votes. 

55. A voter who has inadvertently dealt with liis ballot paper in such a manner that 
it cannot conveniently he used as a ballot paper may, on delivering it to the Presiding or 

• the Polling Otlicer, us the case may he, and satisfying him of the inadverb uce obtain 
another ballot paper hi place of tlic spoilt paper, and the latter shall, together with its 
counterfoil, be markeil as cancelled.* 

56. A Presiding Ollicer, l*olling Ollicer or Polling Agent who is on duty at a polling 
station at whicli lie is not entitled to vote shall, if lie is certiiii^d by the Chairman to be 
entitled to vote at thf election for the ward in coniiectiou with which In* is employed or 
for any other ward, be allowed to rcciird his vote at that pcdling station. The name of ihe 
polling station at which he would otherwise have been eiititleil to vt)te shall be entered in 
the counterfoil of tlie ballot paper togctlier with his number in the electoral roll for the 
ward in wdiich that polling station is situated. 

57. Such ballot paper shall he placed in an envelope and sealed by ihe Presiding 
OlTicer or the Polling Ollicer as the case may be and reiuriu^d with the c(>rtiticat(; referred 
to in the preceding rule to the Presiding Ollicer of the polling station cunci rncd and the 
latter ollicer shall cause bucIi vote to lie included among the otlier voles. 

5M. On the conclusion of the poll the ballot box shall be opened and tiio votes 
counted in the presence of tlie candidates or iheir agents hy tln^ Presiding Ollicer with the 
ussistauci* of the Polling OHiccTs, and the Presiding Ollicer shall tJien and there declare 
subject to the provisions of rules 5'J and tiO the result of t u^ election and report accord¬ 
ingly to the Magistrate, who shall thereupon forward to the Divisional Oommissioncr a 
list of duly returned camliilates for the whole municipality for publication liy him in the 
nCalmtia Onsdte, The Presiding Ollicer shall also seal up the hook <»f counterfoils and 
unused foil of voting papers and make it over to the Magistrate who sKail keep it sealed 
in liis own custody till it is ilestroyed under rub* 

51). Any voting paper which is not duly marked with the ollicial mark or on which 
mon? tJian one cress is placed against any candidate’s name, or on whicli votes are given 
to more candidates than there are vacancies or on which a cross or nnirk is placed in such 
a manlier as to make it doubtful to which candidate it has been given or on which any 
mark is made by which the voter may afterwards be identitied shall he invalid. 

60. If there he an ec|uality of vottjs for the same vacancy, and if the number of 
vacancies docs net admit of all tin* caudidat(*H who liave ohtainiMl an o<|ual niiinlier of 
votes being elected, the selection <»f one of tlio candidates shall bo made by lot to be drawn 
by the Presiding Ollicer in such manner as lie may determine. 

61. (/) If any person is elected hy in(»re than one ward he shall hy notice in writing 
signetl hy him amt delivered to the Chairman within live days of the last date of the 
general election in the Municipality choose the ward which he shall serve and tbo choice 
shall be conclusive. 

(;?) Wlieii any such choice has been made the (’hairmun shall as soon us practicable 
call upon the waril or wards which such person has not chosen to serve to elect another 
person or persons in a hyo-election. 

(5) If the candidate docs not make the choice referred to in sub-rule (7), the 

(chairman shall forthwith <leclare the ward which such pi rson shall serve and shall- as 

practical)le call upon the other ward or wards concerned to elect another person or 
pelM^in a byo-clectiou. 

62. When the voting papers liavo been scrutinised and counted, they shall forthwith 

bo replaced in the Iiallot box from whicli they were taken out, and the box, after being 

locked anti sealed with the ollicial mark, shall bo sent by the Presiding Ollicer to the 
Magistrate who shall keep the same in safe custody. 

6H. The packets of ballot papers and of tendered votes shall bo retained for one year 
and shall then*after ho destroyed subject to any direction to the contrary made hy the 
District Magistrate, or by a competent Court. 
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QeiiRral. 

C4. All disputeH arising uader tliase riiloa gliall bo docidud by the MaKiHtrate.uud liit» 
deolHion ahall be final. If he fiiida any material irregularity {irujiidicing the election, ho 
may declare the election void and order a freah election. 

65. No peraou in the employment t»r pay of the Municipality Bliall, directly or 
indirectly, engage in canvassing for votes or otherwise assist in the election of <ltiy 
candidate, otherwise than by giving his own vote. Any breach of this rule will render 
him liable to dismissal. 

66. All costs incurred in the preparation of the electoral roll, the publication of 
notices, the holding of election, or any other necessary :iction under these rules shall be 
payable by the Coinmissioners oat of the Municipal Fund.

This was a petition made by the petitioner, Maulvi .-Vbilul Hakim Mukhtar, for 
setting aside thq election of respondent No. 1, Mr. Altaf Ali, to the Bengal Legislaiive 
Council by the Mymensingh East Muhammadan Constituency at the last general election. 
The petitioner and the two respondents were the rival candidates. The main ground on 
which this petition was made, was that the election of respondent No. 1 had been secured 
by corrupt practices and undue influence. The petition was opposed by respondent 
No. 1. After wo had settled the points for determination, the petitioner, on the 28rd of 
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June last, applied to withdraw from the case. A notice of the application for withdrawal 
was accordingly published, under Rule 39 (5) of the Bengal Electoral Rules, in the 
CfUcntta Gazpttfi^ dated the 9th of July last. On the 2Sth of July last the pleaders for the 
petitioner and the respondent No. 1* were heard, with reference to the application for 
withdrawal. The main ground on which the withdrawal was prayed for, was that the 
election petition was defective, inasmuch as the allegation that illegal gratification had 
hetui promised by respondent No. 1 to the petitioner was not a fact, as only a proposal to 
that effect had been made. It was also urged that, owing to the alleged illness of the 
respondent No. 2, Dr. A. Siihrawardy^ tho petitioner was unable to secure this respondent’s 
evidence. In our opinion, there was no reason for withholding permission to .withdraw, 
wilh reference to Kiile 39 (4) of the Bengal Electoral Rules, ami by our order, dated the 
2Sth of Jnlyi last, we accordingly granted the application for witiulrawal, directing the 
petitioner to pay to the respondent No. 1 Ks. l/)() as pleaders’ foes and also the costs 
incurred hy the respondent No. 1 in court and process fees and witnesses’ expenses. 

We, further, directed that a notice of the withdrawal was to be published in the 
under Rule 39 (»5) (A; of the rules. That notice was published in the 
Calcutta Gazette^ dated the 6th of August 1924, and the matter was put up before us 
to-day. As fourteen days have ex})ired since the publication of that notice, as required 
under Rule 39 (5) (r) of the rules, and as no one has appeared to he substituted in the 
place of the petitioner, no further action is necessary on oiir part. Wo are, therefore, of 
opinion that the election petition should accordingly bo treatiMl as dismissed, with costs, as 
noted above, and we beg to recommend accordingly to Ills Excellency the Governor of 
Bengal.

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 96 b of the Go\ 
raent of Iinlia Act, the Secretary of State with the concurrence of the majority of vuteS 
at a meeting of the Council of Imlia held this iSth day of August 1924, hereby makes, 
with effect from the Ist January 1922, the following amen.iment to the Fundamental 
Rules, namely :t- 

For Rule 30 of the said Rules the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“ 30. Pay of officiating Government sermnts, 

“(1) Subject to the provisions of Chapter VI, a Government servant holding one 
post substantively who is appointed to officiate in another post shall not draw enhanced 
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pay on aocount of the ofQciating appointment nnlesa it is one of those enumerated in the 
schedule to this Rule, or unless it involves the assumption of duties or responsibilities of 
greater importance than, or of a different character from, those attaching to the 
Bubstaxitiye post : 

'*Provuieil that the local Oovernment may exempt from the operation of this Kale 
any service other than an all-India service which is not organised on a time-scale basis 
and in which a system of acting promotion from grade to grade is in force at the time 
of the coining into force of these Rules : Provided further that the Governor-General in 
Council may suecify posts outside the ordinary line of a service the holders of which may, 
not withstand ii^ the provisions of this Rule and subject to such conditions as. the 
Governor-General in Council u\ay prescribe, be granted the same pay (whether with or 
without the extra allowancf*, if any, attached to such posts) as they would have received 
if still in the ordinary line. 

** (?) For the purposes of this Rule an ofBciating post shall not be deemed to involve 
duties of greater responsibility or of a different character if the officiating post is on the 
same scale of pay as the substantive post. Any two posts are said to be on the same scale 
of pay when they fall ^within a cadre or a class in a cadre, such cadre or class having 
been created in order *to fill all posts involving duties of approximately the same 
•character or degree of responsibility in a service or establishment or group of establish¬ 
ments ; so that the pay of the holder of any particular post is determined by his position 
in the cadre or class and not by the fact that he holds that post.

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QOVBRMMENT OP INDIA. 

LBOISLATIVK DSPARTMANT. 

The followinjs' Report of the Select Coniniictee on the Bill further to Hinend the 
Indian Penal t ode and the (.'ode of Criminal Procedure, 1)S9N, for the purpose of aifor i- 
ing greater protection to persons under the age of eighteen years was presented to the 
Legislative As-seinhly on thi^ lOth September 1924 :— 

We, the undersigned. Members of the Select Cuiniuittee to which the Bill farther to 
amend the Indian Penal Co«le and the (^»de of Criminal Procedure, for ilie piirpo>/ 
of affording greater protection to pei*sons iin<ler the age of eighteen years, was referred, 
have considertMl the Bill and have now the Itonour to submit this our Report, with the Bill • 
as amended by us anm^xed thereto. 

2 . One very radical change which we have ih^cided to make in the Bill is the 
omission of clauses 6 and 7, wliich projiosod to insert in the (y<Mle of Criminal Procedure, 
1898. new clauses r)r>2A, or)2B, r>r)2C and 5320 and certain consequemial amendments. 
These clauses contained jjrovisions enabling Magistrates to rescue minor girls from 
surroundings in which they would be liable to moral C')ntarnin:iPtion and to make them 
over to suitable guardianship. .Vfler tletailed exuminatiou of tlu‘se clausi^s, we have 
arrived at the conclusion that it would be nece.ssary to amplify them by tli*- insertion ef 
provisifUis «lealing carefully with such matters as maintenance and marriage, and that 
provisions of this nattire are not suitable for inclusion in a Criminal Procedure Code. We 
think that adi*«|uate and satisfactory provision could only be made l.y a separatist measure 
containing provisions similar to those of the English Cliildrcn Act of 1908, atid we 
strongly recommend that a Bill on thoSe linos should he pre.seiited to the Legislature at 
as early a daie as possible. 

3. We have scrutinized the remaining five clauses of the Bill in minute detail, and 
have discussed them at considerable length. In the result, we have loft them snbstuntiully 
unaltered. We propose only two amendments, one in clause 2 and the other in the second 
Exiiltiualion i*roposed to be inserted by clause 3 in section 372 of the Indian Penal Code. 

The aniemlment in clause 2 is [lurely consequential upon the passing of Act V of 1924 
wliich substituted the age of eighteen fur the age of sixteen in sections 372 and 373 of tlie 
Indian Penal Cede. 

The amendment in clause 3 is a drafting amendment designed .merely tu make more 
clear the intended moaning of the wor-ls “ or oommuiiities, as the case may be,” in the Bill 
as introduced. On the point of substance, we consider it desirable not to protect from the 
mischief of sections 372 and 373 of the Iiidiaii rtfiial Code persons who ubtain, or help 
others to obtain, girls under the age of eighteen years with a view to their entering into a 
union whicii is not recognised as regular by the custom of the community or of both the 
coinmuniiies, as the case may be, to wliich the parties to it belong. In arriving at this 
view we have rejected a suggestion that the only unions to be protected should he those 
between niiunbers of the same eomniunity and another suggestion that a union should be 
protected as long as it is sanctioned by the cusloi i of the community of the girl who is 
one of the parties thereto. 

4. The Bill was published in the (gazette of India, dated the 16th February 1924. 

T). Wo think that tho Bill has not been so altered as to require re-publication, and we 
recommend that it be passed as now amended.

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MINUTES OF IJISSENT. 

Kxplanutioii No. 1 to st^ctioi>8 3 and 4‘do not cover the whole poeition. They leave 
loopholes which are likely to frustrate the real object of the Bill. Explanation No. f to 
Heciioii 3 ruuH uh follows :—When a female under the a$;e of eighteen years ia sold, let 
fof' hire^ or olherwiae (lispusad of to a prostitute or to any person who keeps or manages 
a brothel, tjtc., etc.” Presumption as to the intention with which the minor is sold, let for 
hire, or otherwise disposeil of would not extend to cases not covered by the words 
e.oniained in the Explanipion. The result would be that ail prostitutes or brothel keepers 
who want to ^et hold of minor ^irls would do so, taking all precautions to show that they 
engage them as sjfvants. For want of a legal presumption in such cases, it will be almost 
impossible for the prosecution to show that the real intontiou was not only service, but 
sotiiething else with a criminarhability. 

The same objection holds good in the ease of Explanation I to section 4, which con¬ 
tains the words ‘‘who hmia^ hiren or othenaiae obiairts jjo.'<se8tiwn ot i\ (emale under the 
age of eighteen years shal!, until tho contrary is proved, be presumed to have obtained 
possession ot such remain with rhe intent, etc., etc.” 

The words “ obtaih possession ” cannot cover the ca.so of engaging in service. The 
object of this Explanation can also be defeated in the same way, unless we add the words 
“is engaged in service” after the words “let for hire*’ in E.xplanatioii I to section 3, and 
ad{| the words “ enj^ag-*s in service ” after the word “ hires”. This is the only way to see 
the object of the measiir * fnltiileil. Moreover, it is not very ilesirable to see young girls 
in the service of inimoral girls or in iintnoral surroundings. In case it is satisfactorily 
proved that a particular case is that of service with no other underlying intention, the 
Magistrate conc(‘rnet| would decuh» 4n favour of the accused. It is absolutely necessary, 
to raise u legal presumption of guilty intention in cases apparently showm to be of service 
only. Unless we do away witli thi.s loophole, this legislation would be perfectly 
iiieirectual. 

Sfictum 6. —While dealing with sections 372 and 373 as compared with section 5i)2 in 
so far as the jjuestion of age of cMu^sent is concerned, legislation has already allowed a 
difference of two years. Sections 372 and 373 as originally enacted protecteil minors* 
under the age of sixteen ; and while dealing with section 552 empowered Magistrates to 
restore minors under the age c^f fourteen only in case of detention for unlaw^fui purpose. 
That was an anomaly. Following tlie sauie anomaly the present Bill keeps up that 
liifference of two years, for which there seemU to be no oth(*r reason excepting chut such a 
difference already existed. The reason does not appeal to my mind. If the legislation is 
bent upon protecting minor girls, the age up to which a minor girl can be restored to the 
lawful gua^ian in case of her detention for an unlawful purpose should be the same, 
eighteen and not sixteen. The legislation, if having a set object before it, should be 
consistent and not inconsistent.

It looks Co me that the words “at any age” occurring in clause 2 ought to be 
removed. It has no meaning if after the age of 18, a girl is employed, etc., for the pur¬ 
poses meuiioiied as she is free to act as she pleases.

STATEMENT OF OKJKCTS AND REASONS. 

The Indian Cotton Committee which was appointed in 1917, in Chapter XVI of their 
Report recommended certain measures, including the licensing of cotton ginning and 
pressing factories, to prevent such inalpractices as damping, mixing and udulterution, 
which are injurious to the quality and reputation of Indian cotton. The recommenda¬ 
tions of the (.'ointiiittee, however, involved an excessive amount of official interference. 
The object of the present Bill is to pot the trade in a position to protect itself by providing 
for the marking of bales and the record of ownership, and by providing further that 
^unmarked bal«*s are not tenderable in fulfilment of a contract, if marked bales are demand- 
j by the purchaser. 

• ^ The Bill also makes provision for the inuintenauce of registers for statistical returns, 
he use of correct scales and weights, and for the structural improvement of ginning 
-!id pressing factories. The Bill is based on the recommendations of the Indian Central 
votton Committee, and is supplementary to tho Cotton Transport Act, 1923.

In Bengal Government Resolution No. 21., dated the 12th November 

1921, the Government of Bengal appointed a Joint Committee comprised 
^ of members of the Public Works Depai*tment and the Departmetit of 

Industries to consider what measures should be taken to conduct and 
control the work of the^ hydro-electric survey in Bengal. The Commit¬ 
tee consisted of the following members:— 

President. 

The Chief Engineer, Irrigation Department. 

Members. 

The Director of Industries, Bengal. 

The Electrical Adviser and Electric Inspector, Bengal and Assam. 

The Committee was directed in the first instance to confine their 
attention to the Hill Tippei'a area round Coniilla and Chittagong. 

The Committee since their appointment in November 1921 have held 
three ‘meetings, r/r., one on 8th July 1922, another on the 29th August 
192-h and the third and final meeting on the 1st March 1924. The 
deliberations of the Committee were chiefly confined to the consideration 
of the information supplied by Mr. C. Grieve, temporary Engineer, who 
was sjiecially appointed for the jiurpose of making the local investiga¬ 
tions. At the first meeting of the Committee it was decided that sur¬ 
veys should be made to collect data-in respect id the quantity of water 
available for power purposes in the Karnafuli river. Mr. Grieve com¬ 
menced operations immediately after his ap])ointigent on loth November 

1922, but the survey jirtiper did not commence until the end of January 
192»‘b Mr. Grieve submitted two reports, together with ten photo¬ 
graphs of the Baikal rapids and other drawings to illustrate his reports. 

In his first rejnirt Mr. Grieve gave a description of the, Karnafuli 
river and local conditions and stated that the total length of the main 
river is about 145 miles; of which the first 120 miles pass through tery 
nj*»untainous country covered with thick jungle, while the lower 25 
miles pass through very flat low-lying land. There are four sets of 
rapids, r/r., Baikal (39' ^all), Utan Chatra (8'), Burra Harim 
(7'), and Demargiri (Assam) (30'). This report was considered by the 
Committee at their 2nd meeting and it was agreed that the Karnafuli 
river was entirely unsuitable for the su])ply of power for commercial 
purposes but that in order to dispose of the question finally and sa pre¬ 
vent money being wasted in future sui-veys, it was desirable to have all 
the facts before them. Accordingly Mr. Grieve was asked to pursue 
his enquiries and to take a few discharge obsei-vations with a view to 
estimating the supply available and then to stop further work in con¬ 
nection with the survey. The 2nd report submitted by Mr. Grieve is 
n*)t, however, an exhaustive one, though he has briefly dealt with most 
of the points requiring consideration in a hydro-electric survey. Of the 
^ 4 sets of rapids on the Karnafuli the Barkal site was selected as the 
^lost suitable for the supply of electrical power to Chittagong. The 
^tv,^ons given are (a) that the site will be the cheapest and most econom- 
(b) that it will give the greatest amount of power, (c) that it 
^ large storage to be impounded which will give more than double 
th»^^ fimum discharge of the river in the dry season, (d) that it is the 
niosT^' cessible, and (e) that the geological formation admits of safp 
founda|| ons. 
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With regard to the capacity of the proposed storage reseiToir at 
this site he states:— 

“Both the supply aud bye-pass channels, being controlled by steel 
gates will take off at a level of 15^ from the top of the dam, and this 
level would be the bottom of a storage reservoir 10' deep. As the river • 
slope above Baikal is very gentle, this depth will give a reservoir with 
a capacity of about 2,000 million cubic feet, which would increase the 
natural discharge by some 240 cusecs for three months in the dry 
season.” 

As regards the power obtainable from the proposed resei-voir he 
says:— 

“The total fall would be say 81' and the minimum discharge from 
natural flow and stored water works out to 400 cusecs throughout the 
year and this in I'ound numbers gives 2160 K. W’s. continuous power. 
The plant is never likely to work continuously aud it will bo accuiate 
enough to assume a load factor of only 33 per cent. On tjiis assump¬ 
tion 6480 K, W’s. would be available for power and a plant of that 
cai)acity would have to be ii^stnlled. It would then only remain for thie 
p(»wer to be transmitted to the districts requiring it, though of course 
the transmission cost would be very high.” 

This report and Mr. Grieve's proposals were considered by the 
Committee at their final meeting. The Committee are of the opinion 
that as the maximum demand at Dacca after ten years’ working is 200 
K. W’s. only, it is impnibable that Chittagong will ever require 6480 
K. W’s. Even if there was a market for such an amount of power at 
Chittagong it is doubtful if 6480 K. W.’s developed at Barkal can com¬ 
pete in price with a similar amount of ptiwer generated at Chittagong 
from oil tir coal. It is not possible to make any definite statement with¬ 
out preparing comparative estimates, but it appears that the amount of 
power available is too small for the transmission distance aud to pay 
for the costly works neeesssiry for the project. 

If there are any minerals within a few miles of the Barkal rapids 
and if the mines are worked, or if any chemical industry is started in 
the vicipity, the figures collected by Mr. Grieve will prove useful. 
His estimate of Rs. 25 lakhs for the whole scheme appears to be far 
too low. 

The Committee desire to acknowledge the seivices of Mr. Grieve 
and commend the report to Government as ii contains useful data which 
have been collected after careful investigation carried out in difficult 
country.

ROYAL BOTANIC GARDEN. 

\ 

1. Oeneral.- Tho y«ar under review haH not iieen altogether favourable 
from the borticiilturiH(*rt standpoint. During the early part of the hot 
season, and again towards the end of the cold, there was an almost entire 
absence of rain in coiiHe(|Ueuce of which the garden took on a parched 
appisarance and a larger part of the labour force than is usually employed 
in caring for potted plauts and beds in the open, had to be dtttailed to do 
watering work. This was the more unfortunate that labour itself was 
none too plentiful and that tiiiancial considerations dictated the strictest 
econmuy in its ein|doy. The re.siiIts. of the prolonged periods of drought 
were not immediately ap[)arent on trees and shrubs already well establish¬ 
ed, but a number subseipKmtly dried and will require replacing. 

The dry spidl at the end of the year imfortunately gave opportunity 
for a form of damage that has become Si^rious and much too fre<|iieiit of 
recent years. Whether from visitor’s tht>ughtleasly throwing away lighted 
matches or as a result of deliberate wickedness on the part of evil doers is 
ditliciilt to say, but quite an abnormal number of fires.have taken place 
of recent months. Some of them are ditliciilt to account for on the as¬ 
sumption that accident was responsible. 

Fires arc not likely to breakout spontaneously or accidentally on islands 
inaccessible to the visiting public, yet a large island in the King Lake 
snlfered severely one night as a result of what must have been deliberate 
incendiarism. Tln^ object gained, whatever it may be, by this form of 
crime, miisl be satisfying for some malcontents but it is poor recompense 
for those who have laboured to make the garden a heaiity spot for the 
crowds of visitors who now frequent it. A check kept at all the entrances 
to the gardens one day during the cold weather showed a total of i,r)4t) 
visitors. 

In spite of the disconragometus above mentioned routine work direcletl 
to keep the garden in a fit and proper state went on throughout the year, 
and a certain amount of garden improvement was also found possible. 
This took the form of rearranging and restocking some of the plant houses. 
The Orchid house in particular having become ilense and overgrown stood 
most in need of attention. The rearrangement brought about has added 
greatly to its attractiveness in rendering it lighter and opener and in 
allowing the eye to take in the general oll'ect at a glance. New beds and 
rockeries have been prepared while a number of desirahlo shade-loving 
species have been added to the collections. Similar work in certain of the 
remaining plant houses will be undertaken as opportnriity and funds 
allow. 

In last year’s report mention was made of the very nnsatisfactory con¬ 
dition of till! garden roads. There being no special allotment available for 
the purpose it became imperative to divert part of the now reduceil grant 
under contingencies to their renovation. They had reached a state when 
public disapprobation was justified and when indignation was already ex¬ 
pressed in the form of side paths on the grass lawns running parallel with 
the main avenues. Although the funds could 111 ho spareti from other 
argent items of garden improvement, an amount sufficient to remake the 
whole length of the Banyan and to patch up other avenues, was put aside 
and the work completed. To keep the miles of road under modern con¬ 
ditions of tralTlc in a state befitting garden surroundings generally would 
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leuvo litdo avililiible for the) host of Other improvoments awaiting funds; 
80 while work of this description is and can bo done from garden fiiiids 
proper at a iiint^of Hiiancial stress it slionld be emphasised that to do so 
permanently can only result in stagnation of garden iinprovenient as a 
whole. Needless to s:iy while tlio roads were tackled nothing could be 
done towards revetmimt of the river bank, another perplexing and extra¬ 
neous drain on garden n^soiirces. 

The general plant collectipns in the garden were reasonably well 
maintained. A display of (h.uiu \\m\ other suceulouts and of palm and* 
ornamental foliage plants put up in the K<len (lardens in December and 
Janiiarj^-was much visited and admired by the crowds who Hocked to the 
exhibition. The display of cold weather annuals Wiis quite up to standanl 
as was also the collection of Orchids. 


2 . Plant and saad axchandBi —Over 25,()0() planm were distributed, of 
which H,4r)t) were trees for roadside and other planting, 6,9(M) wore shrubs 
ami about 7,()(M)^ palms and surplus annuals, the distribution being as usual 
to (joverniiH iit institutions, District l.-oanls, Kailways and Municipalities. 
Hesides these, ^H) ])aekets and it) lbs. of 8<*ed were distributed to various 
gardens, Hcientilic <lepartments and private individuals throughoui the 
world Over plants, mostly Orchids a.nd bulbs, were received. The 
annual supply of mahogany seed from tln^ Wi'St Indies ilid not reach the 
gar<len in gerininable comlition. 

During the year two magfiificent specimens of mahogany trees went 
from the Garden to the timluM* section of the Jtritish Kmpire 
Exhibition. Thtjy must date from Iho early history of the Garden, the 
annuiil rings in one ])roving this S|)eeiinen to be well (*vcr KH) years tdd. 
Ueports received slates that tlu» logs were too heavy to bo dealt with 
entire. The intention was to put them into sections suitable for handling 
and to piece these together at the exhibition. Visitors from Meiigsil will l)o 
able to view a prcxluct unequalled in its line which has taken their 
province over a century to prodiieo. 


3. Herbarium and Library.- This section was umier the care of 
Mr. Debbarmaii to whose industry and bcdiifuliiess acknowledgments are 
due. Valuable assistance was also rendered by Mr. V. Narayaiiswami of 
the Itotanical Survey Department, besides routine work on small collec¬ 
tions, Iho early ideritilication of which alone satisfies correspondenls, and 
the more dllTicnlt work of alteiiding to the large collections awaiting 
examination, some 7,.‘i00 named species were put into the herhariuin 
during the year. About l,2(K) sheets were out on loan in •connection 
with work on provincial floras. Tln^ ])nhlicaiion of Mr. liurkill’s “Flora 
of the Abor Kxpedilion”, a work which will run to at least three numbers 
of the Uecords of the Hotaiiical Survey, is responsible for the holding 
hack from ])uhlicatioii of several papers (»f botanical interest, the result of 
work in the herbarium and library by members of tlie stair. 


Library work lias gone on as usual, the accessions Iming confined as 
far as piwsible to periodicals for which standing onlers exist in order that 
arrears of library debts might he wiped olL 


PubliCfttions. —No ])nrely gar<ion ])iib1ications appeared during the 
year. The distribution of Dart II of Volume XII of the Annals of the 
Garden, as well as the Appendix to Vtduine XI, is now almost finished. 
Arrartgements for the publication by Professor .Martolli of work loft by 
Signor Beccari have been under discussion. It is hoped that funds will 
be available to continue the moiiunieiitiil work on palms which Signor 
lloccari*s death interrupted. 


5 Financial.—Out of a total budget allntinont of Its. 66,742 for staff 
and permanent estal)lishment Hs. were spent, leaving a saving of 

Its. Il,b44 which was effected mainly by Rs. lP,Ht)0 being Bave<l under 
pay of Superintendent and Ourator of the Herbarium. The temporary 
estublishmeiit allotment of Rs. 30,000 was utilised in full and from 
Its. 27,120 granted under other beads Its. LMK) were saved. The net 
sayings under all heads for the year amounted to Its. 13,114. Revenue 
being sale proceoils of surplus plants and foreshore rent amounted to 
Rs. 3,916. 
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Stilffe —Lieateuunt-Colonel A. T. C.l.R., was on loave 

throughout ihe year, during which timo the writer oiTiciuted as Superin¬ 
tendent. Mr. P. M. Ddbbarman oiRciated as Curator of the Herbarium, 
Mr. W. V. North was Curator, Mr. S. N. Basu, Assistant Curator and 
Mr. M. Jones, Overseer, throughout the year. The Head Clerk, Babu S. K. 
Mitra, was on leave from 2n<l January 1924 till the end of the year during 
which time his place was cfiDScientioiisly filled by the seventh clerk, 
Babu A. T. Banerji. All officers and the clerical stall have performed 
their duties satisfactorily. 


CALCUTTA GARDENS. 


Until preparations for the exhibition began, work in theso ganlens 
followed tlie routine of previous years. Eroin DeCfniber oiiwar«l8 tlio 
appearance of the Eden Car-lens was completely changed and after the 
close of the Exhibition much work became necessary to repair the inevit¬ 
able destruction that had taken plac«r. Help, wherever it could usefully 
l)e given, was extended to the Kxliibition authorities (hiring tlie perioil 
they remained in the occupancy of the garden. 

The Dalhoiisit! Scjiiare (lardon suilered to som^^ extent by tbe operations 
of the Improvement Trust in widening the street. Mr. Mitra, the 
Asdstant Curator in charge of these gardens, deserves praisi^ f(»r the 
manner in which he carried out his multifarious duties, his work for the 
horticulrural section of the Kxliibition in particular being worthy of 
menlion. The allotment for all these gardens was Ks. .‘11,976 on wliich 
there was a small not saving ( f Rs. 104. 


LLOYD BOTANIC GARDEN, DARJEELING. 


The rainfall for the year was about 26 inches in defect, bur, as the ruin 
was well distriinited throughout the rainy season, this shortage was luA. 
productive of any ill elFects. With regard lo the work, the year may be 
characterised as one of seven* struggle against adverse coriditious. .\part 
from dilliculties of a linancial nature, against which the Lloyd Botanic 
Garden is having its struggle in common with many oth.»r departments, 
there have been dilliculties of a nature associated with gardening in 
particular. Thus a simple order concerning milk on the pan of the 
municipality had the elFect—no doubt (]|uite unsuspected by that body—of 
practically wiping out the trained inalis of Darjfeling in so far as their 
garden work was concerned. A student of social conditions would find 
this a curious and interesting item of study, but it is a real hardship to 
one having charge of gardens, as the training of lads has to be commenct.'d 
de novo and with unpromising, soni(]!tiineH unwilling, material. Therti 
are also noticeable tendencies on the part of that class, from which malls 
used to be recruited, to drift from one occupation to another, to shun 
steady industry in a spirit of get-rich-quickly and to develop an atiilmle 
of impatience to restraint and discipline. Gardening is not a profi'ssioii 
that can be taught in a few months, and the 5 ’car 8 of plodding work 
rei|uired to make any headway do not appeal to a class who see few and 
insufficient inducements offering and who may be feeling that changes are 
impending which may result in their Ixnng required to find employment 
other than that in which they will have trained themselves lo be useful. 

The above conditions notwithstanding, the Curator, Mr. Cave, has done 
best to maintain the garden and its collections of plants in good order and 
to add to the latter so far as possible. Stocks are again plentiful both for 
garden iise and for distribution and it may be claimed that the garden is 
a place of pleasure and interest at any season of the year. 
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Soino species new to the garden were planted ont and the collection 
and distribution of seeds of plants indigenous to the district coutinues. 
Requests for these seeds arc now received from a world-wide area. 
On(i correspondent has informed another until facilities offered by the 
Lloy<l Botanic Garden in the mattcjr of procuring Eastern Himalayan seed 
would seem to have become gtmerallj' known. It would be well that the 
facilities now olfered were taken advantage <)f while the present Curator 
continues in oftice. With his retirement, now at no very distant date, 
Government loses an olficer, whose knowledge of the local flora is 
unrivalled, and the botanical world s irvices that would take one with 
aptitude for them years of industry to successfully render.
